If a correspondent of the Toronto 
Globe perpetrated ti grave outragn upon 
the workingmon of this Province by 
pi-ocuring tlie publication of a letter 
libelling them as a class, the Victoria 
Stamhird has intensified the wrong by 
transferring the libellous production to 
its ow*ch6ico columns and giving it a 
publicity in the Province it would not 
have obtained had it been sufFercd to 
repose xnidisturbod in the columns of 
the Globe. iSTot alone is the newspaper 
in which a libel appears lield, in law, 
responsible ; but every journal that 
may republish the libel (oven in good 
faith, believing the statements to bo 
true,) is held to as strict an accounta- 
bility us the paper in wliich tlie article 
first ajipcared. If, therefore, the Globe 
— which could not have been aware 
..that the statements of their correspon- 
dent were untrue — can be said to liavo 
acted the part of a nioi'al assassin in 
admitting the communication reflecting 
on our worlcingnien — what must be 
siu<l of the A'^ictoria jiniier which, Jciiow- 
huj the atuUmcnttf to be eiitirclij/alf:f, has 
not hesitated to reproduce the same in 
all their deformity.

INDIA. 

Snir.A, Nov. 5.— -It is reported that 
Sliere Ali is at Jellahibad duterinincd 
to attack the British forces near Khy- 
ber Pass and Quettah unless the Brit- 
isli take the initiative. 

Calcutta, Nov. 5. — Information 
has been received from Simla to the 
efl'ect that the Ameer in his recent re- 
[)ly said ho liad iieen anxious for Brit- 
ish friendship but that the British poli- 
cy changed with each new Viceroy. 
The Ameer declares he is open to make 
a new treaty, that he is not bound by 
any Russian alliance, and did not in- 
vite the Russian embassy to Oabul.

ETJBOPE. 
London, Nov. 5. — The short tinu; 
movement is gradually extending in 
the mills of Burnley where there will 
soon be 350,000 spindles and 6000 to 
7000 looms operated on short time. 

London, Nov. 5. — Col. Lindsay, 
financial secretary of the war depart- 
ment, in a sjjeech at Abingdon yester- 
day, said England's ultimatum inform- 
ed the Ameer that the Hussian embas- 
sy must withdraw and that he must 
not enter into Russian alliance; but 
must preserve a neutral attitude. 

The India mill, the largest in Dar- 
win, has stopped. Tiic railway compa- 
nies in the cotton districts arc di.scharg- 
ing their employes and reducing wages 
because of stagnation in traffic. 

Lo.NDoN, Nov. 5. — In the mills at 
Wigan 1,070 looms and 94,000 spindles 
are stojiped and 25,000 looms and 31,- 
000 spindles are running on short time. 

St. Peteiisijuro, Nov. 5. — It is offi- 
cially denied that Russian oilicials are 
participating in or encouraging the 
Bulgarian in.surrection. Gen. Todleben 
has issued fresh orders to llussian com- 
manders on the east Eoumelian frontier 
to prevent the organization of insurgent 
bauds and to watch the movements of 
insurgent committeea 

Rome, Nov. 5. — Negotiations be- 
tween the Vatican and Russia have 
been .suspended as the attitude of Rus- 
sia afrords no hope of satisfactory re- 
sult. Tho pope M-ill probably issue his 
protest shortly against violence which 
the Catholics of Poland endure from 
Russian authorities. 

Paiiis, Nov. .5. — Baltha/er Jacolon, 
republican, and three years scnatoi', ac- 
cused of cheating at cards has resigneil 
on demand of tho minister of justice. 

London, Nov. 5. — Thomas Ahern tho 
last of the fenian prisoners has been 
released. 

Pauls, Nov. 5. — Official information 
from departments in which electors 
were held on the 27th October for com- 
munal deputies for nominating fresh 
senators confirm previous reports of the 
result of these elections. These de])uties 
together with other senatorial electors 
are to meet on tho 5 th January in the 
chief town of each department for tho 
purpose of nominating fresh senators. 
Republicans will carry 40 of 75 senator- 
ships to be filled, being a gain of 28. 

lio.ME, Nov. 5. — Tin; Viitlcan apjire- 
hending Russian preponderance in the 
east is endeavoring to bring back 
Armenian scparationists to allegiance 
to Rome. 

Constantinople, Nov. 5. — The Rus- 
sians have ^arrested 500 Bulgarians 
about to enter Macedonia. 

London, Nov. 5. — It is stated the in- 
habitants of Koistan have rebelled and 
murdered the Goor. The Ameer sent 
a large force to j)reservc order.

On thoy went, 
leaving Brydon slowly tolling after 
them. The Afghans saw this grouj) 
approaeliing, met and slow tn'ory man; 
then, thinking no one else was coming, 
went back to the hills, Just then Bry- 
don passed. At Jellalabad, wlioro news 
of Elphinstono's force was anxiously 
looked for, at evening one man, slowly 
ri;iing a worn-out jiony, was descried 
at the entrance ot tlin pas.s, Some 
cavalry were sent to bring him in. It 
was Brydon. As he entered tho gate 
ho fell senseless from fatigue. When 
he came to himself his first question 
was about the jtony that liad saved his 
life; it was de:ul.

ThQ Tariff Question Under Sisevission 
at Montreal. 



iloNTRKAL, Oct. 25. — A meeting of 
local manufacturers was hold this after- 
noon, with the object of arriving at 
some understanding in regard to the 
changes to bo asked of the Government 
in relation to the tarifl'. Mr. E. K. 
Green was the convener of this general 
meeting, and it is the intention to ap- 
point conveners of tho various trades 
interested, wlio Avill call together their 
respective trades at some future date 
and discu.ss matters in relation to tho 
changes tliey desire in the tariff. At a 
general convention of the trade dele- 
gates from various parts of Canada, to 
be held subsequently, an attempt will 
bo made to harmonize their conflicting 
views, in order to bo able to present to 
the Finance Minister a general expres- 
sion of the wishes of the manufacturing 
interests of the Dominion in regard to 
tho tariff. It is understood that tho 
following questions prepared by the 
Ontario Manufacturers and Industrial 
Association will be submitted to the 
various trades to bo discussed and an- 
sworeil : — ■ 

" Do you favor a .sjicciiic or ad valor- 
em basis, or both combined ? 

" Name those raw uiatorials used by 
you which are produced in Canada, and 
say what duty you would advise to se- 
cure protection to j^roduccrs of the 
same, 

" Name those not now produced in 
Caiuula, but w-hieli can bo produced 
here, and .siiy what duty you w^ould ad- 
vise to dev(?lop such production in tho 
country. 

" Do you sugge.st any alteration in 
the existini;' classification of the tarifl" 
list? 

" What duty do you advise to be 
placed on those goods, the sapio as man- 
ufactured by 3'ou, which are imported 
into Canada T' — J/i-nV. 

Tho Empress Euffonio. 

I have seen a letter from Ems, which 
gives thisiloscription of tlio ex-Empress; 
"Ihave just seen tho e.\-Emi)ressat Ems, 
It is hard to undorstand how she could 
h.tve selected these spring.s. Tlie beau- 
tiful village of Ems i.s, as it were, tho 
funeral nioimroent of the Bonaparte 
dy nasty. She is accompanied by Duchess 
de Jlouchy and ^Marquis de Piennes. 
She is clad in dee]) mourning. Hasard 
has cruel ironies. In Gerin.an spas each 
hou.so has its sign. The home of tho 
ex-Emj)ress bears over the door L'Ely- 
see — the name of the palace where 
the future Emperor wooed the future 
Empress, "When s]ie reached Ems and 
came out of the railway station the 
throng, which contained peojde of all 
natioiLs, sj)oiitaiieously took off their 
hat.s. I do not believe the Empress was 
ever saluted with greater deference 
and deeper syiniiatliy. Time, cares, 
sorrows and exile have done their work. 
Years ago I saw her on the beach at 
Trouvillo with one of those long canes 
which she had put in fashion and which 
gave the fine ladies of those days so 
'fast' a look. She still carries a cane, 
but 'tis not the light bamboo of old 
times; she now carries a stout walking- 
stick, a man's walking stick, on which 
she loans as she walks along. I could 
not, when I saw her, help thinking of 
the broken, violence-scarred walls of 
tlie Tuilleries^ — majestic though in ruins. 
Tho day the Countess do Pierrefonds 
(as the e.x-Enipress now styles herself) 
reached Ems, Prince George of Prussia 
called on her. He took care that she 
should have at Imiis something like her 
old grandeur. He made the authorities 
and public functionaries show her a 
thousand courtesies. Tiie postmaster 
ordered a lotter-cirrier to attend to her 
alone, and to carry all her lettbrs for 
her the instant the mails were opened. 
The telegraph-master did the same 
thing. The visitors, seeing thnse honors 
paid her, became still more deferential. 
Whenever she Avalkod, precedence was 
given her, and she seemed very much 
touched by this courtesy. I saw again 
upon her lips the enchanting smile of 
happy days."

Farmers' Boys — For farmers, the 
I country wants the most energetic, 
I thorough going and \vide awake l)oys 
that can be found. Hence, if a boy 
be blessed with that crowning concom- 
itant which moves the world — brains, 
let him become a fanner. Brains con- 
stitute the gi'eat consideratum in agri- 
cultural science at the present day. 
Fifty years ago muselo was the es.sou- 
tial requisite Fifty years ago a far- 
mer was expected to perforin manual 
labor on a farm by the exercise of mus- 
cular force, whilo at tho present day 
he needs brains more than muscle to 
enable him to manage labor-saving 
tools and implements with skill aiitl 
efficiency. When the labors of the 
farm were nearly all performed by the 
laborious and fatiguing application of 
human force, farming was irksome 
drudgery. But now, when teams and 
steam-power resjioiul to the tiller of 
tho soil, agriculture is the most agree- 
able livelihood one could desire. 
True, at .some seasons of the year far- 
mers are required to labor early aiul 
lato for several days. Then again, per- 
haps for weeks they will have easy 
times. 

Goop Imi"le.mhxt.s.- -To do good 
work, you want tho best farm imple- 
ments that you can obtain, and plenty 
of thom, .so that if one gets out of or- 
der while in the hurry of work, you 
can use some other implement till the 
broken one is repaired. You will save 
money in the end by throwing away 
your old ploughs, which were made 
about the time of the deluge, and get-

ting the best pattorn.s, with steel 
mould-boards, m they pay for them- 
selves in a single season in the saving 
of horse-flesh in their draft. Again, 
see tho old rusty hoes that many of 
you use, bought ])orhap>i twenty years 
ago! T'lke out the handles and sell 
the hoes as old iron and buy new ones, 
because you can do one third more 
work, and do it much better, in a day 
with one of the most improved new 
ones, than you can with one of those 
old stubs that some of you use. 

— It pays well to kenj) 
tho poultry liouae and yard clean and 
tidy. Tiie same may be said of the 
pig-pen.

— A Silesian 
farmer has adopted a method of im- 
parting to butter ail aroma as delicate 
as that secured from cows jmstured in 
the most fragrant meadows. He su.s- 
))ended in an empty churn a calico bag 
filled with fragrant herbs, keeping the 
churn carefully closed. When churn- 
ing lie sub.stitutes four smaller bags, 
attaching them to the beaters of the 
churn.
